The Pacific OCS Region Studies Program was initiated in 1974 under the Bureau 
of Land Management (BLM). In May 1982, all active contracts were administered 
within the Minerals Management Service (MMS). 


Listed below is a format description for each completed or active study 
supported by the Pacific OCS Region. 


Each study is issued as a Contract (CT), Interagency Agreement (IA), 
Memorandum of Understanding (MU), Cooperative Agreement (CA), or MMS Contract 
Number. Cts/las/Mus/Cas issued under the Bureau of Land Management are 
identified by the specific contract awarded in a given fiscal year (e.g., 
CT8-46 is the 46th contract awarded in FY 1978 by SLM; CT1-46 is the 46th 
contract awarded in FY 198] by BLM). All MMS contracts in this Index have a 
specific S-character number identification (e.g., 30025). for convenience 
the 8-character (MMS) prefix code (14-12-0001) has not been used when studies 
are referred to in this index. Contracts awarded under the BLM and stil] 
active in May 1982 have dual designations (e.g., CT1-39; 29188). 


CONTRACT NO.: Lists the apprepriate number before each contract/ 
study identified. 

This 
often differs from the final report title.
